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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 22, 24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by LEE J-l et al of record on 1449 or 133: 141917 or 125: 342810. 

LEE discloses a polyfluorene end-capped with at least one charge transporting 
moiety such as anthracene, to form a light-emitting electrochemical cells, (see Abstract 
and in Fig. 1). 

Nothofer discloses liquid crystalline polyfluorenes for blue polarized 
electroluminescence, comprising a polyfluorene end-capped with a hole transporting 
moiety such as a triphenylamine derivative. 

Seda discloses an organic electronic device using a polyfluorene end-capped 
with a charge transporting polyester. 

Thus, each and every limtation of the claims is met by the references. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 3-21, 25 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over LEE et al or Chem Abstract 133: 141917 or 125: 342810. 

The references disclose a polyfluorene end-capped with at least one charge 
transporting moiety, as stated above. 

The disclosures of the references differ from the instant claims in that they do not 
disclose the broad teachings of the claimed transporting moieties with so many 
formulae. 

However, they do disclose a specific formula which is included in the broad 
teachings of the claimed formulae. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to select the charge transporting moiety from the references 
within the limitations of the instant claims since they have been shown to be effective in 
a similar system and thus would have been expected to provide adequate results. There 
is no showing of unexpected results derived from said selections. 

Claims 9-10, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20-22 and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 9-10, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20-22, 25-26, 28-30 are objected to under 37 
CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the 
claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form. The claims are improper in the use of the terminology "any of the 
foregoing claims, any of claims 1-11, any of claims 1 6-1 7, any of claims 1 6-1 9, any of 
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the claims 16-20, any of claims 1-15, any of claims 16-21, any of claims 1-15, any of 
claims 16-21 and any of claimd 22-25. The MDC must refer back to preceding claims in 
the alternatively and must not depend from another MDC either directly or indirectly. 

Claims 26-30 provide for the use of a polyfluorene, a film or a device, but, since 
the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 26-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation 
of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966).
